CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

In the senate, on the 18th, immediately after 
the reading of the journal, upon the formal an- 
nouncement by Senator Sherman of the death 
of ex-Prosident Hayes, the ssnate adjourned. 
exanen In the house the session was a short one. 
The bill establishing a court of appeals for the 
District of Columbia was passed, and then, 
after the delivery of eulogiss upon the late 
Rutherford B. Hayes, the house, as a mark 
of respect to the memory of the ex- president, 
adjourned, 

In the senate, on the 19th, discussion of the 
anti-option bill was continued, but without ac- 
tion. Mr. Peffer concluded his epeech in favor 
ofasingle term for president, and a new Mc- 
Garrahan bill was introduced and referred to 
the judiciary committee ..... In the house the 
greater part of the day was consumed in fili- 
bustering and dilatcry tactics, defeating action 
on the bill for the erection of a monument to 
the prison-ship martyrs and on the measure 
for the construction of a revenue-cutter for 
the Pacific coast. But a bill was passed to 
meet the requirements of the inter-state com- 
merce law relative to the testimony of wit- 
nesses. 


In the senate, on the 20th, the credentials of 
Mr. Gray, democrat, of D»laware., for his sec- 
ond term from March 4 next were presented 
and placed on file. The senate then adjourned 
out of respect to the memory of Rutherford B. 
Hayes, former president of the United States, 
t being the day of his funeral... . In the 
house, after the transaction of some unimpor- 
tant business, adjournment was taken at 1:10 
p. m. out of respect tothe memory of the late 
ex- President Hayes. 

Ix the senate, on the 2ist,.the new Colum- 
bian postage stamp was vigorously attacked by 
Mr. Wolcott (Col.), who called up his joint res- 
olution directing the discontinuance of these 
stamps. The anti-option bill was discussed 
for a little over an hour and then wont over 
without action...... In the house the session 
was ushered in by an eloquent speech on the 
national quarantine bill from Congressman 
Raynor (Md.), who depicted the danger which 
wasimminent to the people of this country 
from unrestricted immigration. 

In the sonate, on the 22.1, the anti-option bill 
was taken up, but again went over without ac- 
tion, an agreement having previously been 
reached that a vote shouli be taken on the 
3lst. The Cherokee outlet bill was then taken 
RE In the house the quarantine bill was 
taken up. Several amendments were adopted, 
and the biil was finally passed. After a wran- 
gle over the New York and New Jersey bridge 
bill, the remainder of the sessionIl was consumed 
in the considerations of the sundry civil appro- 
priations bill. 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

Tne statement is made in London 
that Prince George of Wales will marry 
Princess May of Teck during the second 
week of April. 

TuHE Servian radicals have joined in 
the national rejoicing over the recon- 
ciliation of Milan and Natalie. The 
newspapers are vying with each other 
in expressing congratulations and good 
wishes. Young King Alexander tele- 
graphed to his parents that the an- 
nouncement of the reconciliation had 
afforded him the happiest day of his 
life. 

ASSOCIATE JusTICE L. Q. C. LAMAR, 
of the United States supreme court, 
died at 8:50 p. m. of the 23d, at the 
home of W. H. Virgin, a relative, 
in Macon, Ga. He had dined with 
the family at 6:50 p. m., and seemed 
to have a good appetite and to be in 
a cheerful mood. He was 77 years 
of age. 

Frprvary § Col. Thomas Ochiltree 
will sail from England for the United 
States, having in charge several horses 
belonging to Col. North, the ‘Nitrate 
King,” and some racers owned by oth- 
ers, which he will take to Chicago. 

On the 23d the trial of the ex-Senator 
McDonald will case began in the Ham- 
ilton county (Ind.) cireuit court on a 
change of venue from Marion county 
(Indianapolis). The suit is brought by 
Malcolm McDonald and others against 
Josephine McDonald, widow of the late 
ex-senator, the charge being that the 
signatures of Mr. McDonald and the 
witnesses to the will are forgeries. 

On the 23d Bishop Phillips Brooks of 
the Episcopal diocese of Massachusetts 
died at his residence in Boston, of heart 
failure, brought on by a fit of coughing. 
Death was entirely unexpected. 

PRESIDENT HARRISON, on the 23d, 
sent to the senate the nomination of 
Frank C. Partridge, of Vermont, to be 
envoy extraordinary and minister pleni- 
potentiary of the United States to Ven- 
ezuela. 


CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

At 1:20 a. m. cf the 2ist seven or 
eight of the firemen of Hook and Lad- 
der Truck No. 8, of New York, were 
injured, three of them seriously, by the 
fall of the west wall of Story & Co.’s 
four-story warehouse, at the southwest 
corner of King and Washington streets, 
during a fire. 

On the 22d the McBeth lamp flue 
works at Elwood, Ind., the largest of 
the kind in the world, were destroyed 
by fire. The warehouses were saved. 
The fire originated from too high pres- 
sure of natural gas. Over 600 men are 
thrown out of employment. The loss 
is estimated at $100,000; fully insured. 

ELEVATOR C, of the Carondelet (Mo.) 
Grain and Elevator Co., with its con- 
tents of 1,100,000 bushels of choice 
wheat, was burned on the morning of 
the 22d, involving a loss of about &1,- 
250,000, on which, however, there may 
be some salvage in the way of damaged 
grain. 

SEVENTEEN dead and scores horribly 
burned, many of whom can not recover, 
was the record up to the morning of the 
93d resulting from a wreck, caused by 
an open switch, at Wann, IIL, of the 
southwestern limited on the Big Four 
road. Allof the casualties but one were 
eaused by the explosion of oil-tank 
ears which had been set on fireas a 
result of the wreck, the burning oil 
enveloping the crowd that had gathered 


op the scene. 











NEAR Lonsdale, R. I., on the 18th, 
eight persons were instantly killed and 


sixteen injured by a collision at a 


crossing between a freight train and a 
sleigh filled with merrymakers return- 
ing from a dance and supper at Woon- 
socket. 

CHARLEs 8S. Srnciarr, the bookkeeper 
of the Armour ‘Packing Co., who disap- 
peared from New York city‘on Novem- 
ber 17 last, after a defalcation of $19%- 
000, was returned to that city, on the 
22d, in custody of Charles T. Lincoln, 
agent of the Missouri, Texas & Kansas 
Trust Co., of Kansas City, and also of 
the American Guarantee Fidelity Co. 

A REAR-END collision between the 
two sections of the fast east-bound 
meat train on the Pennsylvania road 
occurred at Amboy, Ind., on the 22d, 
The second section was running at the 
rate of 45 miles an hour and teléscoped 
four cars. Engineer Mike Maloney of 
the second section was killed and Fire- 
man E. J. Prize was seriously injured. 

SEVENTY persons were frozen to death 
in Russian Poland in the week ending 
the 22d. 

Tne Pittsburgh & Lake Erie railroad 
car shops, located at Chartiers station, 
Pa., together with a number of cars and 
much valuable machinery, were de- 
stroyed by fire on the night of the 22d. 
The flames were caused by leaking na- 
tural gas. Loss, about 290,000; almost 
fully insured. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

It is learned in official naval circles 
that England proposes, in the event of 
the prince of Wales visiting the Colum- 
bian fair, sending her entire channel 
squadron to the Columbian naval re- 
view. If this is done there will be pres- 
ent the most powerful fleet assembled 
at the present time under one flag,

THE WANN HORROR. 


Appalling Results of the Big Four 
3 Accident at Wann, IIL 


The Death Roll Will Reach at Least 
- -Thirty,tand Many Will be Maimed 
for Life—Revised List of 
the Victims. 


St. Louis, Jan. 24.—The terrible 
ealamity at Wann, Ill, which was bare- 
ly outlined in these dispatches, will 
take fts place in the annals of railroad 
disasters almost without a parallel. 
The primary accident, which resulted 
in the death of Engineer Ross, and 
which was the result of a switchman’s 
negligence, was followed by con- 
sequences simply appalling. 

The wreck attracted a large crowd, 
not only from the immediate neighbor- 
hood, but from Alton, 2 miles or 
more distant, who stood around and 
watched the burning oil train, appar- 
ently unmindful of the danger to which 
they were exposed, or busied them- 
selves with efforts to save prop- 
erty endangered by proximity to 
the burning train. The story 
of the explosion. has been _ told, 
but the extent of the havoc is only now 
becoming fully apparent. More com- 
plete ruins were never seen. Every- 
thing touched by the awful blaze was 
destroyed. Beside the tracks are the 
ruins of three cottages, homes of the 
railroad men, the stock yards are bad- 
ly damaged, treesare torn and twisted, 
while the rails of all the tracks at that 
point are twisted all out of shape. 

The scene of the wreck was visited 
by hundreds of people Sunday, and the 
sight presented, notwithstanding the 
efforts of the wrecking crew at work, 
gave a vivid idea of what.the experience 
of a.few awful moments must have 
been to those who met instant or lin- 
gering death by the blazing oil. For 
hundreds of yards around were ruins 
of the clothing thrown off by the 
blazing victims as they ran hither and 
thither in their agony and despair. 
In the fields are patches of ground 
from which the grass has been burned 
as the blazing men and boys rolled 
over in a vain effort to extinguish the 
burning and boiling oil with which 
their clothing was saturated and which 
spread like lightning over their poor 
defeaseless bodies. 

“ Nffify -horribly ghastly finds were 
made by the crowd which visited the 
scene. Pieces of human skin burnt to 

a crisp, parts of hands and feet, locks 

of hair, shreds of clothing, cut and 

torn boots and shoes, coats, hats, 
vests and underclothing, torn from 
the burning victims by themselves or 
by the brave men who assisted them at 
the risk’ of their own lives and limbs. 

Eight gloves of human skin, just as 
they were pulled from the hands of the 
victims, with the nails of the fingers 
still adhering to them, were found by 
visitors, and, horrible to relate, some 
of these and similar finds were carried 
off as relics by those who discovered 
them. 

From 1,500 to 2,000 yards away from 
the place of the.explosion pieces of 
clothing and other fragments were 
found beside burned patches of grass 
‘which had caught fire. Piecesof money 
melted together by the intense heat 
were found at Jeast 300 yards from 
where the tank blew up. 

The people of Wann and also of Al- 
ton and surrounding country respond- 
ed with alacrity in ministering to the 
suffering, but notwithstanding all that 
could be done by human skill the death 
list already numbers sixteen with the 
probability of several more being add- 
ed, Below we give acarefully revised 
list of the victims-so far as obtainable:

The extent of the calamity is as yet 
hardly realized as it will be later on, 
and all during this week there will be 
a succession of funerals, while the end 
is too far off for even an-estimate of the 
damage to life and limb, aside from 
that to propérty, resulting from one 
moment’s carelessness on the part of a 
railroad employe.

The Death List Will Reach Thirty. 

ALTON, Ill., Jan. 24.—It is quite cer:

Physicians say that 
nearly all of those seriously burned will 
die. The full outburst of sorrow is 
just beginning to be manifested as the 
people realize at the graves of the loved 
relatives and friends the awful signifi- 
cance of their bereavement.

THE WORLD’S FAIR. 








Many Departments Getting Their Ex- 
hibits in Good Shape. 

WASHINGTON, Jan, *#4.—The depart- 
ment of agriculture is not behind in its 
preparations for an exhibit at the Chi- 
eago fair. Fovr car loads altogether 
have been shipped so far, and Mr. 
Willets, the representative of this 
department upon the government 
board, as well as chairman of the board 
itself, expresses the hope that not less 
than one-half of the material for the 
entire exhibit will be shipped to Chi- 
cago before the 15th of next month, 
about which time the actual work of 
installation will begin.

SUDDENLY SUMMONED. 

Denth of Associate Justice L. Q. C. Lamar 
of the United States Supreme Court at 
tha Home of a Relative In Macon, Ga-— 
The Summons Came Suddenly Shortly 


Alter Partaking of Dinner, and tha Ke- 
sponse Followed Quickly. 


Macon, Ga., Jan. 24.—Justice Lucius 





Quintus Curtius Lamar died here 
at 8:50 o'clock last evening. It is a 
terrible shock to the community. The 


death was sudden in the extreme, for 
although he has been ailing for some 
time, Justice Lamar appeared to be 
gradually gaining in health.- He came 
from Washington to Macon about a 
month ago and has been visiting at the 
residence of Mr. W. H. Virgin, in Vine- 
ville, a suburb of this city. 

Yesterday afternoon at about 3 
o'clock Justice Lamar took his over- 
coat, intending to go to the city; but 
was met at the door by a friend, Dr. 
Llewellin, with whom he returned to 
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Associate Justice Lamar. 


the sitting room. At that time and 
during all the afternoon he was in good 
Spirits, and at dinner, at 6:59 last even- 
ing, he seemed to have a good appetite. 
Dr. Llewellin left the house about 8 
o'clock, and a few minutes later the 
justice was seized with violent pains 
in the heart and died at the hour men- 
tioned. 


{Lucius Q. C. Lamar was born in Putnam 
county, Ga., September 1, 1825, and after his 
father’s death was taken to Oxford, Miss., 
where he received a part of his education. He 
araduated at Emory coilege, Gu, in 1815; 
studied law in Macon, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1847, In 18:9 he returned to Oxford, 
Miss., and for a yoar held a professorshipin the 
university of Mississippi. He resigned and re- 
sumed the practice of lawin Covington, Ga. He 
was elected to the legislature in 1853, and in 
1854 again returned to Mississippi and settled 
on his plantation in Lafayette, being shortly 
afterward elected to congress as a democrat. 
He served from 1°57 until 1860, when he res'gned 
to take a seat; in the secession congress from his 
native state. Ho cast bia fortunes with tho 
“Jost causs,’*and left the army with the rank 
of colonel, after having shared in many en- 
gagements. Ho was again a professor in the 
university of Mississippi, and again took a seat 
in the house of representatives; was elected to 
the senat? March 5, 1877. March 5, 1885, Presi- 
dent Cleveland appointed Mr. Lamyr secrotary 
of the interior, and afterward elevated him to 
a seat on the supreme bencb. 

Mr. Lamar was, perhaps,as prominent a figure 
as any that has occupied a seat on the bench of 
that august body, but for months back he has 
been almost too ill to take more than a per- 
functory interest in the proceedings. His 
health has been failing for some time an it 
was almost tin defiance of nature that he took 
his seat on the usual decision day—Monday. 

He left Washington for the south about a 
month ago. He had then been for some time 
confined to his house in that city and was una- 
ble to attend all the sessions of ths suprems 
court, bis absencs causing soms little 
delay in the decision of ithe well-known laxe 
front caso, wherein the city of Chicago and the 
Iilinois Central railroad were the participants. 
Just before his departure from Washington, 
bowever, Justice Lamar was thought to hava 
considerably improved. He took advantage of 
animprovel feeling, the day before*his de- 
parture from the national capital, and made 
two or three calis on friends there. It was not 
without dismal forebodings that his friends 
learned after his departure that he had been 
compeled to take one or two intervals of rest 
before arriving here; and his death, while it 
willcause a very severe shock in this com- 
munity, where he was so widely known an’ af- 
fectionately regarded, will not bea great sur- 
prise. } 


THE PANAMA FRAUDS. 








M. Clemenceau Before the Parlimentary 
Commission. 

Panis, Jan. 24.—M. Clemenceau was 
called before the parliamentary com- 
mission of inquiry at his own request 
yesterday, to answer again the testi- 
mony given by M. Stephane. Ile said 
that M. Stephane, despite his state- 
ments to the contrary, had told many 
persons that he had handed to M. 
Clemenceau Baron de Reinach’s list of 
persons compromised by the Panama 
bribery. Stephane undoubtedly had 
been intriguing against him, Clemen- 
ceau said, with several other political 
opponents. 

The sub-commisgsion appointed to ex- 
amine the records of the underwriting 
syndicates which helped to float Pan- 
ama loans reported that they had 
found evidences of enormous frauds. 

The trial of the men whoin M. Fran- 
queville, the examining magistrate, re- 
garded as criminally involved in the 
Panama scandal will begin probably 
late in February and will last some 
two weeks. Excepting Baihut, how- 
ever, the names of the defendants can 
only be surmised. 

The reports of the autopsy held on 
Baron de Reinach was sent last even- 
ing to the procureur general. The re- 
port states that no trace of poison was 
found in the body, but that the exam- 
ining physicians are unable to as- 
sert that Reinach died of natural 
causes. The unsatisfactoriness of this 
result of the autopsy is due to the fact 
that Reinach’s body was not exhumed

THE PASSING OF JACKSON. 


Decadence of the Old Jack ian Demoe 
racy. 

For the first time within the memory 
of the living the 8th day of January 
was allowed to pass unobserved by the 
democracy of Chicago. It was on that 
Gay in the year 1815 that the battle of 
New Orleans was fought and the one 
hrilhant land victory of the second war 
with England achieved. It was not 
much of a battle but it was a great 
victory, and proved to be of very great 
importance politically. But for that 
martial episode Andrew Jackson might 
have lived and died unknown to fame. 
It is idle to speculate upon the course 
of political history with Gen. Jackson 
left out. Weonly know that he was 
the organizer of the democratic party, 
its father as no one man was ever the 
father of any great party in the coun- 
try. The custom of celebrating the 
day of his glory which became so gen- 
eral in the party was according to the 
fitness of things. 

The omission of this year may have 
been somewhat due to the fact that the 
day fell on the Sabbath, but more 
likely to the larger fact that the demo- 
cratic mind is occupied just now with 
the present and the future, to the ex- 
clusion of the reminiscent. Why burn 
incense at the shrine of what is in 
American annals ancient history when 
busy getting ready to inaugurate gov- 
ernors here and tiz:ere in states ‘hither- 
to impregnable fortresses of republic- | 
anism, and to take complete control | 
once more of the government at Wash- | 
ington? January, 1815, grows dim as | 
well as distant in the effulgence of | 
November, 1893. 

lt is a matter of public congratula- 
tion that the democratic party has at 
last stopped looking backward, and 
is, as old Jeremy ‘Taylor would ex- 
press it, ‘‘curious to see what prepara- 
tion the sun doth make for rising.” If 
it will only keep that up it may get 
over some of its pernicious and paralyz- 
ing bourbonism. The eye which is 
riveted on the past can see nothing 
new. Since the American people have 
made up their minds that it is better 
on the whole to transfer the reins of 
power from one party to another, and 
not allow any party to feel that it has 
a sure thing, both should be progress- 
ive. 

It is a remarkable fact that the dem- 
ocratic party has never in all its long 
history produced a single statesman 
whose pame is an inspiration. There 
have been greatstatesmen and genuine 
patriots in the party—men whose 
names are held in high esteem, but 
none who rise to the height of in- 
spration. No great reform, nor, for 
that matter, any minor one either, was 
democratic in origin and accomplish- 








ment. Its record is barren of all such 
fruitage. It has stood in the way of 
progress. Should it change its policy 


and become the torech-bearer of some 
new and great idea 1t would show that 
if the leopard cannot change his spots 
the tiger can its stripes. It will take 
something more, however, than forget- | 
fulness of Jackson day and the cod- 
dling of Henry Georgeism before elec- 
tion to convince the country that the 
democracy is not still the party of 
mossback bourbonism.—Chicago Inter 
Ceean. 


CLEVELAND AS DICTATOR. 


Dictatorial Tactics Adopted by the Dem- 
ocratic President-Elect. 

President-elect Cleveland’s opposition 
tothe election of Murphy as senator 
from New York is the current topic of 
discussion in political circles ia the 
east. Congressman Dolliver, of Iowa, 
expresses the republican view by say- 
ing that Cleveland will be absolute dic- 
tator of his party, and that he will in- 
terfere in senatorial contests in other 
states than New York and elect sena: 
tors who are responsive to his wishes. 
It is the nearest thing to imperialism 
this country has ever seen. 

When Mr. Cleveland was nominated 
at Chicago the democratic party knew 
what it might expect if he were elect- 
ed. A man who was strong enough to 
force his nomination upon the conven- 
tion against the solid vote of the dele- 
gation of his own state would natural- 
ly come to believe that he imperson- 
ated the wisdom and policy of the 
party and that his will should be law. 
If Mr. Cleveland is swollen up with his 
own importance it is the democratic 
party which has blown the bellows 
that has puffed him out to such exag- 
gerated dimensions. 

It is very amusing, though, to see the 
party of states’ rights and anti-central- 
ization kotowing to a president-elect 
and permitting him to name the sena- 
from democratic states. The 
time was when a democratic senator, 
representing a sovereign state, asked 
no odds of anybody, whether the pres- 
ident of the United States or anvone 
else, aud when the imputation that he 
owed his election tothe influence of 
the white house would have been 
fiercely resented. Now, however, not 
alone in New York, but elsewhere, it 
seems to be a special recommenda- 
tion for a senatorial candidate that Mr. 
Cleveland wants him to be elected. 

There may be times and oceasions 
when a senator finds his state arrayed 
against the president, and then what 
is he to do? Is he to abandon his al- 
legiance to his state and become the 
bondsman of the president? If so we 
must amend our constitution and 
ehange our form of government, for 
with a servile senate the president 
might as well be called emperor and 
be done with it as to bear the title of 
president and at tiie same time exer- 
cise imperial powers.—San Francisco 
Chronicle.

that the best policy for them and their 
party is to use their power to keep the 
political workers in line by a judicious 
distribution of public favors. It does 
not seem to have occurred to them that 
possibly an appeal to the great public 
through an able and_ honest 
discharge of public duties by men 
of the foremost ability and integ- 
rity, and a promotion of what 
1s unmistakably the good of the whole 
people would be the best policy on all 
accounts. Itis true that not all the 
people appreciate suchservice in public 
affairs, but a persistent trial of the 
policy would soon make it the standard 
of judgment between party and men, 
and ultimately secure the relegation of 
the mere political heelerg to their ap- 
propriate obscurity. 

A party has come into power with 
great pretensions to regard for princi- 
ple and the public welfare; it has many 
appointments to make, some important 
legislation to effect and a policy to 
formulate. How favorable the oppor- 
tunity for it to adopt as its motto the 
principle: A strict regard for the public 
welfare and for principle is the best 
policy. This is just what it has prom- 
ised and for which it has so long nro- 
fessedly sought an opportunity. Let the 
public have for all positions to be filled 
by appointment men whosé character 
and ability will at once commend their 
selection. Let the legislation be only 
what is needed, and that prepared with 
the greatest care upon the lines of the 
highest public policy. Let there be an 
apportionment of the state into legis- 
lative and congressional districts in s#c- 
cordance, as nearly as possible, with 
constitutional requirements. Let there 
de such educational legislation as the 
best citizenship requires, and an entire 
absence of any regard for class or na- 
tional prejudice. 

All this may be beyond the capacity of 
the party newly come into power, but it 
is not beyond its professions. It is only 
in accordance with the homely truth at 
the head of this article, and the public 
has been repeatedly assured that the 
democratic pzrty is founded on truth, 
the constitution and great moral pria- 
ciples. Shall the confiding public be 
compelled to cry out, after a few 
months, that it has been made the vic- 
tim of acruel confidence game?—Chi- 
cago Journal. 


WHAT THE RECORDS SHOW. 


Undeniable Proof of Wise Republican 
Legislation. 

The annual reports of the business 
failures in the United States for 1891 
grandly indorse wise republican legis- 
lation in general and the McKinley 
tariff in particular. Even the subsi- 
dized free trade organs are astonished 
over the undeniable proof that the 
total number of failures in 1892 only 
aggregated 10,394, against £2,373 failures 
in 1891—a decrease of 2,029, or nearly 
one-sixth! The liabilities also show a 
remarkable decrease, being only $114,- 
000,000 for the year 1892 as compared 
with $186,000,000 for 1891—a decrease 
nearly two-fifths! 
The number of failures was less in 
1592 than in any year since 1882, except 
1887. Only one in every one hundred 
and thirteen traders in the United 
States succumbed in 1892, as 
aguinst one in every ninety-three in 
1891, and one in every one hundred and 
two in 1890. The average liability of 
the failures in the past year was §11,- 
000, being the lowest average reported 
since 1878. The Bradstreet’s commer- 
cial agency sums up its annual state- 
ment thus strikingly: ‘While in 1888, 
out of 855,000 business firms and cor- 
porations 10,299 failed, in 1892, ont of 
1,035,000 business concerns, only 10,- 
270 failed.” These reports are from 
non-partisan sources. They are pre- 
pared for the use of business men of 
all parties, and they demonstrate that 
the McKinley tariff was just what was 
needed to establish business stability, 
employ American labor and insure the 
uuvequaled general prosperity that 
came to every portion of the United 
States during 1892. Facts and figures 
will be the certain death of free trade 
and the democratic party, and they 
will be forthcoming during the two 
years’ joint rule of the conscript and 
copperhead administration and the 
rebel congress.—Iowa State Register.
